Dear Saul: 
Re; 1792 Silver Center Cent 


It is fortunate that I have had the opportunity to check my correspondence and memory as to the 
silver center cent as some of my recent communication to you needs correction and explanation. 


After acquiring the Green Estate coins and so forth, I did not own the 1792 silver center cent. 
Naturally I desired that it would be nice to own one. My relationship with Fred Boyd both 
before and After B. G. Johnson’s death was extremely close. Any coins he asked me for to see 
or to own. I sent to him and he sent me whatever he felt that I would like to see or own. He was 
teaching me, helping me with research, and helping to build my collection. He also received 
from me some of my collection which he kept and helped me with whatever I was researching 
and writing whether coins or paper money. 


I am sending you a copy of my letter of September 27, 1951 which on page 2 refers to my 
opportunity to compare two silver center cents and two dismes with those at the Massachusetts 
Historical Society. I confirmed my opinion as to which were genuine or counterfeit. I 
apparently thought Fred was checking my ability to determine genuine from counterfeit pieces. I 
returned three silver center cents and thanked Fred for the genuine silver center cent.

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On July 21, 1951 I created a memo of coins exchanged by Fred Boyd and myself at Ringoes, 
New Jersey in which I mention a couple of coins which sent from me to Fred. I enclose a letter 
of January 2, 1952 which contains a statement that in order for me to fool the experts that I 
would be surprised if he told me how much he paid for the Silver Center Cent. It was a great 
question mark in the Newcomer Collection which Fred did not test and looked okay to him as he 
wanted to have some fun with it himself. A copy of that letter is enclosed.
